WANT A NICE "SNOW GIRL” HAT? 


J J E R E ’S a gay occupation for a spring ev e- 


ning. 
It will cost about 15 cents, giv e 
you a perky look, and amuse you at the same 
time. 
This hat is made of crepe paper which 
is cut across tfcie grain in strips 
V% inches wid* 
and is then stretched and twisted. 
You need 
only 1 fold, prov ided you hav e a few more 
pieces of some contrasting shade, otherwise you

T he colors used in the model shown here 
were light amber with V an Dyke brown. Use 
a steel crochet hook, number 10.

H IS is the time of the year when salads 
come into their own. 
T h ey brighten up 
the appetite.

leav es of lettuce on a plate. 
O v er the lettuce 
place 3 thin slices of tomato.

Scatter a few chopped w alnuts on top and 
pour 1 tablespoon French dressing ov er all. 
D ot with half a teaspoon of mayonnaise. Serv e 
v ery cold.

It must be springlike, light, colorful and 
gay to the taste.

to flav or it, and remov ed before the dressing is 
serv ed. 
O r you might rub the salad bowl 
thoroughly with it before yo’ put in the salad. 


Just before taking that bow l of spring salad 
to the table, pour into it a well made F rench 
dressing. 
Mix at the table. 
Be sure that 
ev ery leaf of lettuce gets its bath of the French 
dressing. 
Serv e with small crackers. 
W'hen you plan a green salad, go to the 
v egetable stands and look ov er all those spring 
v egetables which might combine. 
Almost any 
green leafy v egetable, raw , well minced, shied- 
ded or chopped, will combine with lettuce. Use 
as many green leafy v egetables in a salad as 
you can think of. 
I he result is unusual and refreshing. 
A nd 
always include some onion. 
It is absolutely 
necessary to an interesting salad of this type. 
For a buffet supper, try this v egetable salad 
in aspic.
